It  is  exhilarating  to  be  a  part  of  the  progressive  and  innovative  things  that  arc 
happening  at  Northwestern  and  to  experience  the  growth  and  vitality  that  have 
occurred  at  the  university  during  the  1990's  as  a  result  of  the  commitment  of 
dynamic  faculty  and  staff  members. 

Northwestern  has  established  new  and  exciting  programs  in  recent  years  as  the 
Louisiana  Scholars'  College  for  gifted  and  talented  students,  a  comprehensive 
telecommunications  system,  a  futuristic  health  promotion  curriculum  and  other 
programs  that  blaze  new  trails  in  higher  education  in  Louisiana  and  the  South. 

Through  its  modernistic  telecommunications  network,  Northwestern  is  reaching 
out  to  both  traditional  and  non-uaditional  students  incommuniticsacross  Louisiana 
with  academic  offerings  and  other  beneficial  programming. 

While  developing  and  expanding  new  and  diverse  programs  in  higher  education, 
Northwestern  is  also  enhancing  the  traditional  academic  offerings  that  have  made 
the  university  a  leader  in  higher  education  for  more  than  a  century. 

That  is  evident,  for  example,  in  the  recent  national  accreditation  of  the  Division  of 
Business  and  the  successful  accreditation  evaluation  of  the  Division  of  Education 
and  in  a  major  gift  to  the  Department  of  Creative  and  Performing  Arts  that  resulted 
in  the  naming  of  the  department  in  honor  of  Mrs.  H.D.  Dear,  Sr. ,  and  Al  ice  E.  Dear. 
There  are  also  new  computer  labs,  writing  labs  and  other  facilities  and  resources 
across  the  campus  mat  are  designed  to  maximize  educational  opportunities  for 
NSU  students. 

The  university's  physical  plant  has  also  changed  dramatically  since  last  year.  A 
beautiful  new  apartment  complex  on  the  west  side  of  the  campus  offers  1 1 2  units 
that  will  house  up  to  450  students.  Work,  will  also  begin  this  fall 
on  renovation  of  the  women's  old  gymnasium  that  will  house 
the  National  Center  for  Preservation  Technology  and  Training. 
A  walking  mall  is  being  developed  between  the  library  and 
academic  buildings,  and  a  new  artificial  turf  has  been  added  to 
Turpin  Stadium. 

Northwestern  will  be  at  the  cutting  edge  of  historic  preservation 
efforts  nationwide  with  the  completion  of  the  National  Center 
for  Preservation  Technology  and  Training,  which  is  providing 
the  impetus  for  die  development  of  new  NSU  academic 
programs  in  cultural  resource  management  and  other  areas  of 
historic  preservation. 

Because  of  the  university's  changing  academic  offerings, 

rewarding  student  activities  and  its  growing  reputation  for 

excellence,  enrollment  continues  to  grow.  The  student  population  has  soared  by 

more  than  60  percent  over  the  past  six  years. 

That  enrollment  growth — and  other  advancements  at  me  university — can  be 
attributed  not  only  to  the  outstanding  faculty  and  staff  but  also  to  excellent  students 
who  continually  sell  the  university  to  prospective  students  and  to  strong  support 
from  alumni  and  friends  of  NSU. 

We  hope  that  you  will  visit  the  campus  this  fall  and  make  a  special  effort  to  be  at 
Homecoming  on  October  24.

Northwestern  Is  in  the  first  phase  of  a 
campus  beatification  project.  The  University 
is  carrying  out  plans  to  enhance  the  campus' 
beauty  and  recreate  a  walking  campus.  Like 
the  title  of  the  Spielberg  film,  Back  to  the 
Future ,  the  new  landscape  project  is  looking 
back  to  the  past  for  ideas  on  planning  for  the 
current  and  future  enrollment  increases  on 
the  Natchitoches  campus. 

The  new  vista  of  Northwestern  will 
compliment  the  look  of  the  1 990's,  but 
is  a  concept  borrowed  from  the  university's 
Normal  and  State  College  years.  At  one  time 
Northwestern  was  a  walking  campus  with  it's  academic 
buildings —  consisting  of  Caldwell,  Guardia,  Warren 
Easton  and  Russell  Hall —  assessable  by  a  common 
court  yard.  "Northwestern  is  re-establishing  the  campus 
the  way  it  was  at  one  time,"  said  Assistant  Physical  Plant 
Director  W.K  Norman.  "The  only  difference  is  that  the 
academic  core  of  buildings  has  shifted." 

In  phase  one  of  the  campus  enhancement  plans,  the 
parking  areas  between  Keyser,  Williamson  and  Fournet 
Hall  will  be  reconstructed  into  an  atrium  environment 
creating  an  academic  center  of  the  surrounding  buildings. 
The  new  pedestrian  space  will  be  accessible  from 
parking  areas  located  on  its  peripheral. 

According  to  Norman,  the  accessibility  of  a  walking 
campus  makes  it  quicker  and  easier  for  people  to  get 
from  one  area  to  another.  "Aside  from  being  more 
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handicapped  accessible,  it  will  now  be  more 
convenient  for  students  and  faculty  to  travel  from  one 
building  to  another  without  fighting  traffic,"  Norman 
said. 

In  phase  one  construction,  new  walkways  and 
sitting  areas  will  be  constructed  between  the  existing 
buildings.  The  walk  ways  will  consist  of  over  200,000 
bricks  or  pavers.  The  sloping  hill  on  the  south  side  of 
Fournet  Hall  will  soon  consist  of  sitting  areas  that 
students  and  faculty  can  utilize  between  classes. 
Northwestern  also  plans  to  turn  the  old  greenhouse 
located  next  to  Williamson  Hall  into  a  patio  cafe' 
where  beverages  and  snacks  will  be  available. 

In  phase  two,  masonry  walls  containing  carved 
reliefs  will  be  placed  at  the  entrance  of  the  walkway. 
Fountains  will  be  a  part  of  the  new  sitting  areas 
constructed  behind  the  post  office  and  at  the  south 
end  of  Keyser  and  Williamson  Hall. 

Aside  from  making  the  campus  more  convenient, 
the  project  calls  for  accumulating  different  types  of 
trees  that  will  provide  recreation,  research 
opportunities,  and  a  learning  environment  for  students 
at  any  level  of  education.  In  addition,  the  new  scenery 
will  provide  for  the  preservation  and  conservation  of 
selected  woody  species. 

The  present  collection  of  trees  on  the  campus  have 
a  wide  and  varied  history.  Many  of  the  older  ones 
owe  their  presence  to  the  efforts  of  late  Northwestern 
professors  H.J.  Young  and  George  Williamson  in  the 
first  half  of  the  century,  Dr.  George  Ware  through  the 
50's  and  60's,  Mr.  Robert  Daspit  through  the  70's  and 
80's. 

According  to  Norman,  the  first  phase  of  the  project 
should  be  through  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Child  Welfare 
Certification 
Grant  to  be 
Implemented 


Northwestern's  department  of 
social  sciences  has  received  a 
grant  of  $154,949  from  the  State 
Office  of  Community  Services.  Part 
of  the  grant  under  Tide  IV-E  will  be 
used  to  set  up  a  partnership  with 
Northwestern's  social  work  program 
to  implement  an  undergraduate  social 
work  certificate  program  in  child 
welfare. 

Another  portion  of  the  grant  will 
be  used  to  provide  a  stipend  for  senior 
social  work  majors  to  receive  field 
instruction.  These  students  will  work 
within  the  agency  under  the 
supervision  of  a  social  worker, 
according  to  Malcolm  Braudaway, 
coordinator  of  NSU's  social  work 
program.  The  grant's  principal 
investigator  is  NSU  faculty  member 
Claudia  Triche,  the  social  work 
program's  director  of  field 
instruction. 

"This  is  a  beneficial  program  for 
the  Office  of  Community  Services 
and  for  our  students,"  said 
Braudaway.  "Students  have  the 
opportunity  to  develop  expertise  in 
child  welfare.  The  OCS  is  interested 
in  finding  persons  with  a  social  work 
degree  who  are  interested  in  child 
welfare." 

The  Office  of  Community  Services 
is  under  the  State  Department  of 
Social  Services.  The  OCS  is  the 
State's  child  welfare  agency, 
providing  child  protective  services, 
family  services,  foster  care,  adoption 
and  home  development  to  assess  and 
certify  foster  and  adoptive  parents. 


Among  the  goals  of  the  program, 
according  to  Alberta  Ellett,  Title  IV- 
E  Projects  Officer  with  the 
Department  of  Social  Services,  are 
to  attract  and  train  potential 
employees  for  work  in  child  welfare 
resulting  in  better  staff  retention. 
Other  goals  are  increasing  the  focus 
of  practice  on  services  on  multi- 
problem  families,  advancing  a 
philosophy  that  clients  in  child 
welfare  need  family  centered,  child 
focused  service  intervention  and 
promoting  a  collaborative  effort 
between  NSU's  social  work  program 
and  the  OCS. 

"Work  with  families  in  need  of 
services  from  child  welfare 
programs  is  complex  and  requires 
advanced  professional  skills  to  be 
effective,"  said  Ellett  "Turnover  in 
these  programs  is  high  and  personnel 
are  subject  to  a  variety  of  pressures 
from  clients,  the  community  and  the 
judicial  system.  We  hope  this 
program  can  improve  the  quality  of 
service  delivery  to  families  and 
children." 

Students  who  accept  the  stipend 
will  attend  classes  two  days  a  week 
and  work  with  the  OCS  two  days  a 
week.  They  also  agree  to  work  for 
the  OCS  for  one  year  after 
graduation. 

As  part  of  the  grant,  NSU  will 
strengthen  an  existing  course  in 
child  welfare,  Social  Work  4230, 
and  develop  four  additional  child 
welfare  courses. 

"Child  welfare  employees  must 
deal  with  some  of  the  most  sensitive 
and  complex  issues  facing  society," 
said  Braudaway.  "The  rights  of  the 
parent  or  parents  must  be  balanced 
with  the  best  interest  of  the  child  or 
children.  To  accomplish  this,  well- 
trained  child  welfare  staff  are 
essential.  This  program  will  help 
accomplish  that  objective." 


Div.  of  Nursing 
Offers  Associate 
Degree  at  Fort 
Polk  Campus 


This  fall  the  Fort  Polk  Campus 
of  Northwestern   will  begin 
offering  an  associate  degree  in 
nursing,  according  to  Dr.  Ray 
Baumgardner,  dean  and  provost  at 
NSU  -  Fort  Polk  and  Dr.  Arlene 
Airhart,  director  of  NSU's  Division 
of  Nursing. 

"This  is  a  program  that  Vernon, 
Beauregard  and  Sabine  Parishes  have 
needed  for  a  long  time,"  said 
Baumgardner.  "Surveys  have 
indicated  that  there  is  a  demand  for 
this  program." 

"This  is  the  best  thing  to  happen  at 
NSU  -  Fort  Polk  in  the  seven  years 
I've  been  here,"  said  Baumgardner. 
"We  are  excited  about  this  program 
and  feel  we  have  a  lot  to  offer  our 
community." 

According  to  Baumgardner,  the 
program  at  NSU  -  Fort  Polk  will 
allow  nursing  students  to  take 
academic  courses  and  undergo 
clinical  training  close  to  home.  He 
said  that  many  students  now  have  to 
go  as  far  as  Shreveport  to  take 
clinical  training. 

Plans  are  to  offer  clinical  training 
locally  beginning  in  the  spring 
through  a  joint  program  with  Bayne 
Jones  Army  Community  Hospital, 
Byrd  Regional  Hospital  and 
Beauregard  Memorial  Hospital. 
Baumgardner  said  many  students  in 
NSU's  nursing  program  have  met  all 
academic  requirements  and  will  be 
ready  to  enter  clinical  training  in  the 
spring.

The  Board  of  Trustees  for  State  Colleges  and  Universities 
has  agreed  to  change  the  name  of  Northwestern  State  University's 
Department  of  Creative  and  Performing  Arts  to  the  Mrs.  H.D.  Dear,  Sr.  and 
Alice  E.  Dear  Department  of  Creative  and  Performing  Arts.  Miss  Alice  Dear  of 
Alexandria  has  agreed  to  establish  an  endowment  to  provide  scholarships  for 
students  in  the  Department  of  Creative  and  Performing  Arts 

The  Dear  family  lived  in  Vernon  and  Rapides  Parishes.  They  came  to 
Vernon  Parish  with  the  Gulf  Lumber  Company  and  settled  in  Fullerton.  Miss 
Alice  Dear  is  a  graduate  of  Leesville  High  School.  Mrs.  H.D.  Dear,  Sr.,  a 
Georgia  native,  was  a  prominent  music  teacher  in  Alexandria  and  Leesville  for 
many  years.  She  was  a  graduate  of  the  Meridian  Conservatory  of  Music  and 
studied  at  the  Cincinnati  Conservatory  of  Music.  Her  students  won  numerous 
statewide  piano  competitions,  often  against  more  experienced  students. 

"We  are  excited  at  the  opportunities  that  this  generous  donation  will  provide 
for  our  students,"  said  Bill  Brent,  head  of  the  Mrs.  H.D.  Dear,  Sr.  and  Alice  E. 
Dear  Department  of  Creative  and  Performing  Arts  and  director  of  bands.  "This 
donation  speaks  to  the  quality  of  our  music  program.  We  are  grateful  to  Miss 
Dear  for  a  donation  that  will  be  helpful  to  many  students  in  future  years." 

Mrs.  H.D.  Dear,  Sr.  had  a  long  association  with  Northwestern  through  a 
series  of  concerts  she  established  in  the  1960's.  The  annual  spring  concerts 
which  ran  through  1977  at  Alexandria's  Convention  Hall  featured  Mrs.  Dear's 
students  and  the  Natchitoches-Northwestern  Symphony  Orchestra.  The 
concerts  showcased  some  of  Mrs.  Dear's  top  students,  each  of  whom 
performed  a  full  concerto  with  the  orchestra.  She  also  provided  scholarships 
for  many  Northwestern  students  for  a  number  of  years  prior  to  these  concerts. 

Mrs.  Dear  was  awarded  the  NSU  Service  Award  by  Northwestern 
President  Dr.  Arnold  Kilpatrick  at  the  Natchitoches  -  Northwestern  Symphony 
Christmas  Gala  in  1976.  The  Department  of  Creative  and  Performing  Arts 
awarded  the  Mrs.  H.D.  Dear,  Sr.  Memorial  Scholarship  in  1987  after  her  death. 

Miss  Alice  E.  Dear  was  a  teacher  in  Rapides  Parish  for  35  years.  She  taught 
subjects  including  English  and  music  to  several  generations  of  Rapides  Parish 
students.

Title  III  Grant  is 
Awarded  to  N6U 


Northwestern  will  attempt  to 
better  serve  its  students  in 
developmental  classes  and  improve 
student  retention  through  a  grant  of 
$1.7  million  from  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Education.  Under  the 
five-year  grant  from  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Education's  Office  of 
Postsecondary  Education,  NSU  will 
strengthen  existing  student  services 
and  develop  a  comprehensive 
developmental  education  plan. 

The  Title  III  Grant  was  co- 
authored  by  Director  of  Counseling, 
Career  Planning  and  Placement 
Frances  Conine;  Dean  of  Instruction 
and  Graduate  Studies  Dr.  Randy 
Webb;  Dr.  Garry  Ross,  head  of  the 
Department  of  Language  and 
Communications;  Dr.  Ray  Wallace, 
Director  of  the  Louisiana  Scholars' 
College;  Dr.  William  Hunt,  special 
projects  coordinator  in  the  Office  of 
Grants  and  Contracts,  and  Director  of 
Grants  and  Contracts  Harold  Ledford. 
Hunt  will  be  the  project  director. 

The  grant  provides  for  assessment 
and  placement  of  students  into 
appropriate  courses,  improving 
courses  in  developmental  studies  and 
setting  up  a  Center  for  Learning  and 
Study  Skills. 

The  center  will  build  on  the 
success  of  the  NSU  Writing  Center, 
which  handled  more  than  17,000 
student  visits  over  the  past  academic 
year  and  helped  improve  the  pass  rate 
of  students  in  developmental  studies 
by  43  percent,  according  to  Wallace. 

"We've  noticed  an  immediate 
improvement  in  the  quality  of 
writing,"  said  Wallace.  "With  this 
grant,  Northwestern  will  have  a  state- 


of-the-art  tutorial  and  computer- 
assisted  learning  center.  "It  takes  the 
idea  of  a  writing  and  reading  center 
and  moves  it  forward  to  the  21st 
century.  Northwestern  will  be  at  the 
forefront  in  this  area." 

The  grant  will  enable  the 
university  to  set  up  additional 
electronic  classrooms  in  Kyser  Hall, 
allowing  students  to  use  computers  in 
all  developmental  writing  classes. 
Funds  from  the  grant  will  be  used  to 
provide  support  for  faculty 
development. 

"Once  you  have  the  technology, 
you  have  to  make  sure  that  everyone 
knows  how  to  use  it  properly,"  said 
Ross.  "We  want  our  faculty  to  be 
well-trained  in  using  the  technology 
to  their  best  advantage." 

Wallace  said  the  grant  will  enable 
the  university  to  set  up  a  "center  for 
learning  on  campus"  that  will  impact 
undergraduate  and  graduate 
education. 

"This  program  will  have  far- 
reaching  ramifications  for  education 
in  this  part  of  Louisiana,"  said 
Wallace.  "Northwestern  will  become 
a  site  where  others  will  observe  the 
best  way  to  use  technology  to 
improve  developmental  education." 

Another  part  of  the  grant  sets  up  a 
program  to  provide  an  early  warning 
system  for  identification  of  and 
intervention  for  high  risk  students.  In 
addition,  comprehensive  career 
counseling  for  enhanced  career 
selection  and  job  placement  and  an 
improved  academic  advising  program 
are  set  up. 

"We  will  test  incoming  freshman 
to  make  sure  they  get  the  services 
they  need,"  said  Conine.  "A  large 
percentage  of  students  who  leave  the 
university  are  students  without 
majors.  We  want  to  help  these 
students  select  majors  or  a  career  area 
so  they  will  feel  more  focused." 

Conine  said  that  personal 
counseling  can  have  a  major  impact 
on  retaining  students. 


"If  students  have  a  bond  or  a  link 
with  a  person  at  the  university,  they 
are  much  more  likely  to  stay,"  she 
said.  "If  we  can  develop  that  bond 
and  make  the  students  see  the 
relationship  between  a  career  and  a 
college  degree,  we'll  be  able  to  see 
more  students  earn  a  degree."

Division  of 
Business  is 
Nationally 
Accredited 


The  Division  of  Business  has 
received  accreditation  from 
the  Association  of  Collegiate 
Business  Schools  and  Programs 
(ACBSP).  ACBSP  is  a  nationwide 
organization  of  523  colleges  and 
universities  with  business  programs 
dedicated  to  enhancing  educators  for 
business  and  management. 

Accreditation  is  the  process  by 
which  an  institution  voluntarily 
undergoes  an  independent  appraisal 
of  its  educational  activities.  ACBSP 
accreditation  is  based  on  an 
independent  evaluation  of  an 
institution's  business  unit  by  a  group 
of  professionals  including  faculty  and 
academic  administrators  in  the  field 
of  business. 

"Receiving  accreditation  gives 
validation  to  prospective  students, 
current  students,  faculty  and 
prospective  employers  of  students 
that  the  Division  of  Business  has  met 
nationally  established  standards  of 
quality,"  said  Dr.  Barry  Smiley,  head 
of  the  Division  of  Business. 
"Meeting  those  standards  gives 
assurance  of  who  we  are  and  what  we 
are.  It  assists  us  in  recruiting  faculty 
because  it  shows  them  we  have  met 
national  standards." 
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The  accrediting  body  examined  by  a 
number  of  factors  in  evaluating  the  Division  of 
Business  including  NSU's  business  faculty, 
students  support  services,  facilities,  financial 
resources,  organization  and  management  skills. 
Educational  activities  such  as  faculty  study, 
consulting  and  research,  student  recruitment, 
advising,  placement  and  service  activities  were 
studied. 


Other  factors  including  students  test  scores, 
student  placement  and  continuing  education  were 
looked  at.  Employers'  evaluation  of  graduates, 
transfer  data  and  professional  status  were  also 
considered 

Smiley  said  that  accreditation  was  a  goal  of 
Northwestern  President  Dr.  Robert  Alost,  who 
gave  the  Division  the  support  needed  to  gain 
accreditation. 
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O  tudents  will  have  the  opportunity 
LJ  to  prepare  for  a  career  in  one  of 
the  world's  largest  industries  at 
Northwestern  State  University.  A  new 
degree  program  in  hospitality 
management  and  tourism  at  Northwestern 
has  been  approved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Regents.  The  program  will  begin  this  fall, 
according  to  coordinator  of  home 
economics  Patricia  Pierson. 

The  four-year  degree  program  will  prepare  students  for  management  positions  in  restaurants  and 
food  service,  hotels  and  lodging,  commercial  recreation  and  travel-related  business. 

"We're  very  excited  about  the  potential  for  this  program,"  said  Pierson.  "We  feel  like  there  are  many 
students  who  are  interested  in  working  in  the  hospitality  management  and  tourism  field,  and  our 
program  will  give  them  the  background  to  pursue  their  career  goals." 

"One  of  the  biggest  needs  facing  tourism  in  the  future  is  the  absence  of  an  educated  work  force," 
said  Danny  Young,  executive  director  of  the  LTPA.  "Many  middle  and  upper  management  positions 
are  available  for  those  with  formal  training  and  college  degrees." 

"Tourism  is  an  important  industry  in  Louisiana  as  we  have  all  seen  firsthand,"  she  said.  "And  there 
is  a  great  deal  of  potential  for  this  area  and  the  entire  state.  We  want  to  help  achieve  that  potential  with 
this  program." 

Graduates  in  the  program  will  earn  a  minor  in  business  administration  and  will  have  all  business 
prerequisites  needed  to  pursue  a  master's  in  business  administration.  Other  course  requirements  will 
vary  with  the  area  of  emphasis. 

Pierson  said  the  program  will  have  three  areas  of  emphasis,  recreation  administration,  travel  and 
tourism  and  hospitality  services. 

The  recreation  administration  emphasis  prepares  graduates  for  a  variety  of  commercial  recreation 
settings  with  a  strong  focus  on  cultural  and  historical  interpretation.  Students  will  be  prepared  for 
management  positions  in  state  and  national  parks,  theme  parks,  recreational  parks  and  other  jobs  with 
a  recreational  theme. 

The  travel  and  tourism  area  incorporates  a  strong  history  background  with  basic  courses  in  travel 
and  tourism.  This  area  is  designed  for  students  wishing  to  work  for  airlines,  travel  agencies,  visitor 
bureaus,  historic  museums  and  related  fields. 

A  strong  emphasis  on  food  service  and  institutional  management  is  in  the  hospitality  services  area. 
Graduates  in  this  area  are  prepared  for  careers  in  restaurant  and  hotel  management,  and  school  and 
hospital  food  service.  A  senior  internship  at  a  major  hotel  or  restaurant  is  a  requirement  of  the  program .

Ed  Corley 


Ed  Corley  hopes  to  someday 
have  people  humming  his 
tunes.  Corley,  a  1986  NSU 
graduate,  is  trying  to  pen  the  words  that 
lead  to  a  hit  record  as  a  songwriter  in 
Nashville.  Corley,  originally  from  Jena, 
went  a  different  route  in  preparing  for  a 
song  writing  career  earning  a  degree  in 
management. 

Corley  has  many  fond  memories  of 
the  time  he  spent  at  Northwestern.  "I 
lived  in  the  same  dormitory  and  for  two 
semesters  on  the  same  floor  as  the 
baseball  team,"Corley  said.  "We  used 
to  go  out  to  the  recreation  complex  and 
hit  golf  balls.  I  also  really  enjoyed  the 
baseball  games  since  I'd  gotten  to  know 
some  of  the  players." 

Corley  was  also  a  student  worker 
while  he  attended  Northwestern.  "I 
worked  for  the  Career  Planning  and 
Placement  Office  under  Tynes 
Hildebrand  for  three  semesters,"  Corley 
stated.  "Then  I  went  to  work  over  in  the 
intram  ural  department  for  the  rest  of  my 
time  at  Northwestern.  I  learned  a  lot  of 
valuable  things  from  both  areas." 

Corley  recalls  one  teacher  at 
Northwestern  who  really  helped  him  in 
his  quest  for  an  education.  "I  don '  t  want 
to  say  too  many  things  because  it  will 
swell  his  head,"  Corley  laughs,  "but  Dr. 
Joel  Worley  was  a  great  teacher  and  I 
really  enjoyed  classes  under  him." 

"Dr.  Worley  was  my  advisor  after  I 
switched  from  a  psychology  major  into 
business,"  Corley  said.  "He  really 
encouraged  me  to  continue  my 
education." 

All  of  Worley's  encouragement 
seemed  to  work.  Corley  later  earned  a 
masters  in  business  administration  from 
Radford  University  in  Radford,  Va. 
"Northwestern  prepared  me  for  graduate 
school.  I  don't  feel  that  there  were  any 
holes  in  my  education,"  Corley  stated. 


"It  was  a  natural  progression  from  one 
to  go  to  graduate  school  and  it  gives  you 
a  different  level  of  confidence." 

Corley  has  collaborated  with  Worley 
on  professional  research.  He  co- 
authored  Establising  the  Value  of  a 
Business:  How  the  Practitioners  do  it 
with  Worley  and  Fess  Green  of  Radford 
University.  The  article  expressed  how 
the  value  on  a  small  business  may  be 
largely  determined  by  the  profession  of 
the  business  evaluator.  The  article  was 
published  in  the  Journal  of  Small 
Business  Strategy. 

After  receiving  his  masters  in  1990, 
Corley  moved  to  Nashville.  Corley 
was  an  adjunct  professor  at  a  junior 
college  while  trying  to  get  his  start  in 
uie  music  business.  "The  music  business 
is  hard  to  get  into,"  Corley  stated.  "Many 
of  the  entry  level  positions  are  filled 
with  graduates  who  have  done 
internships  for  those  companies." 

Corley  taught  classes  in  the  mornings 
and  late  evening,  volunteering  during 
the  middle  of  the  day  at  the  Nashville 
Songwriters  Association.  "Because  I 
came  to  town  to  be  a  song  writer,  I 
became  a  member  of  this  organization," 
Corley  said.  "This  was  a  natural  place 
for  me  to  land  in  terms  of  doing  volunteer 
work.  Then,  a  position  opened  and  I 
was  offered  it." 

Corley  is  presently  the  finance 
director  for  the  Nashville  Songwriters 
Association.  "I'm  still  working atbeing 
a  songwriter.  This  is  my  goal  and 
reason  for  being  in  Nashville,"  Corley 
stated.  "Myjobgives  me  the  opportunity 
to  pay  my  bills,  meet  people  in  the 
business  and  interact  with  other  song 
writers." 

Colely  is  working  on  his  catalogue 
or  portfolio  of  songs.  "I've  signed  a 
song  or  two  on  a  single  basis, "  Corley 
said,  "but  because  I'm  a  new  writer  my 


catalogue  is  not  all  that  deep.  So,  I 
want  to  work  on  adding  a  lot  of  material 
to  my  catalogue 

He  has  set  his  goals  on  making  an 
exclusive  or  staff  deal  working  for  a 
specific  company  as  a  songwriter. 
"When  you  sign  songs  on  a  single  song 
basis,  you  have  stipulations  on  how 
many  things  you  have  to  write  over  a 
period  of  time,"  Colely  stated.  "So, 
I've  refrained  from  signing  things  out 
of  my  catalogue  and  watering  it  down. 
In  order  to  attract  a  staff  deal,  the 
company  looks  at  your  entire 
catalogue." 

Corley  enjoys  his  job  because  it  puts 
him  in  the  music  business.  "It's 
certainly  better  than  if  my  job  were  not 
in  the  business,"  Corley  said.  "We  all 
have  a  propensity  to  define  someone  by 
what  they  are  doing  when  we  first  get  to 
know  them.  So  I'm  constandy  having 
to  remind  people  that  I'm  a  writer 
because  they  know  me  as  an 
administrator." 

Corley  likes  living  in  Nashville 
almost  as  much  as  he  enjoys  working  in 
the  music  business.  "Nashville  doesn't 
realize  it's  as  big  as  it  is.  So,  it  still  has 
a  kind  of  small  town  feel  especially  the 
music  industry  part  of  town,"  Corley 
stated.  "The  vast  majority  of  the 
business  (publishers,  record  labels, 
performer/writer  organizations)  are 
located  within  a  few  blocks  of  town.  So 
you  see  the  same  people  at  the  bank  or 
in  the  restaurants  at  lunch." 

Corley  attributes  his  move  to 
Nashville  in  pursuit  of  song  writing 
fame  to  three  things.  "I  had  the  freedom 
of  being  single,  young  and  stupid," 
Corley  stated.  "It  required  maybe  a 
litUecourageandalotof  ignorant  bliss."

Education  has  always  played 
an  important  role  in  Ercell 
Weems  King's  life.  While 
growing  up,  the  Weems  family 
struggled  to  ensure  that  each  family 
member  received  a  good  education. 
Ercell  Weems  King  made  that 
struggle  pay  dividends. 

Colie  Ercell  Weems  was  born  in 
Lena,  Ms.  in  1910.  After  her 
mother's  death,  the  Weems  family 
moved  to  Louisiana.  Ercell  graduated 
from  Pioneer  High  School  at  the  age 
of  16  as  valedictorian. 

Teaching  has  been  her  "goal  in  life 
since  early  childhood"  when  she  used 
her  brothers  and  sisters  as  her 
students.  Weems  and  her  four 
siblings  all  graduated  from  Louisiana 
State  Normal. 

Weems'  father  earned  his  living  as 
a  post  master.  Weems  and  her 
brothers  and  sisters  farmed  their  land 
to  help  earn  enough  money  to  send 
her  oldest  brother,  Elvin,  to  college. 
As  he  began  to  work,  Elvin  helped 
finance  his  siblings'  educations. 

Weems  enrolled  at  Louisiana  State 
Normal  the  fall  of  1927.  But,  her 
father  was  unable  to  send  two 
children  to  college  at  the  same  time. 
She  was  unable  to  return  to  college 


the  following  fall.  After  her  brother, 
Clayton,  finished  his  education, 
Weems  returned  to  State  Normal  and 
received  her  two  year  teaching 
certificate. 

"What  Northwestern  is  today  is  a 
world  apart  from  what  it  was  then," 
Weems  said.  "We  had  the  main 
building,  but  campus  wasn't  half  as 
big  as  it  is  now." 

Weems'  first  teaching  position  was 
a  third  grade  class  at  Kilbourne  High 
School  in  West  Carroll  Parish.  "In 
those  days,  we  didn't  earn  a  lot  of 
money  teaching,"  Mrs.  King  stated. 
"I  made  about  75  dollars  a  month, 
thats  not  even  1000  dollars  a  year." 

She  remained  at  Kilboume  for  four 
years.  While  teaching  at  Kilbourne, 
Ercell  Weems  met  and  married  Hugh 
A.  King.  King  was  a  rural  letter 
carrier  at  the  Lake  Providence  Post 
Office  in  Lake  Providence.  Mrs. 
King  moved  to  Lake  Providence  in 
May  of  1934. 

Mrs.  King  took  five  years  off  from 
teaching  when  she  moved  to  Lake 
Providence  in  order  to  raise  her  two 
sons.  In  1939,  she  returned  to  the 
classroom  as  a  first  grade  teacher  at 
Lake  Providence  High  School. 

In  1951,  Mrs.  King  returned  to 
college.  She  commuted  to  Louisiana 
Tech  on  Saturdays  and  in  the 
summer.  Mrs.  King  earned  her 
bachelor's  in  education  in  1952. 

Mrs.  King  began  working  on  her 
masters  degree  in  1954.  After 
commuting  at  nights,  on  Saturdays 
and  for  two  summers,  Ercell  received 
her  masters  in  education  in  1956  from 
Mississippi  College  in  Clinton,  Ms. 

Upon  several  occasions,  Mrs.  King 
was  given  the  opportunity  to  become 
the  supervisor  of  elementary 
education.  However,  she  opted  to 


remain  in  the  classroom  as  a  first 
grade  teacher  "where  our  students  are 
given  their  foundation  in  good  study 
habits  and  their  desire  to  learn  more." 

Due  to  a  compulsory  retirement 
rule,  Mrs.  King  retired  from  teaching 
in  the  public  school  system  at  the  age 
of  65  after  over  41  years  in  the  public 
system. 

Believing  you  can  take  the  teacher 
out  of  the  classroom  but  you  can't 
take  the  classroom  out  of  the  teacher, 
Mrs.  King  began  teaching  in  private 
schools.  She  was  hired  as  a  first 
grade  teacher  at  Briarfield  Academy. 
After  Briarfield  merged  with  St. 
Patrick's  Catholic  School,  Mrs.  King 
has  continued  to  teach  first  grade  for 
the  school. 

This  year  will  make  59  and  a  half 
years  that  Mrs.  King  has  taught  and 
she's  "loved  every  year."  She  does 
not  hesitate  to  give  credit  to  God  for 
her  "mind,  health,  personality  and  her 
humble  thankfulness  for  all  her 
blessings  and  wonderful  years  in  the 
classroom." 

While  at  Briarfield  Academy,  Mrs. 
King  was  recognized  by  the 
Governor's  Office  in  1988  as  the 
Older  Worker  of  The  Year. 

"Things  have  changed  since  1927 
since  I  carried  my  clothes,  linens, 
towels,  etc.  to  Louisiana  State  Normal 
in  one  bag  and  one  small  trunk,"  Mrs. 
King  stated.  "I  loved  it  when  I  was 
there  and  to  this  day  Normal  School  is 
near  to  my  heart."

NSU  graduate  Lcs  Robertson  met  a 
long-time  personal  goal  when  he 
established  the  John  Ropp  Endowed  Athletic 
Scholarship.  The  scholarship  will  be  awarded 
annually  to  a  son  or  daughter  of  an  athletic 
coach  or  someone  who  plans  a  career  in 
coaching. 

"It  was  a  goal  of  mine  to  pay  back 
Northwestern  State",  said  Robertson,  "I  owe 
quite  a  bit  to  Coach  Ropp  and  the  University."

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Diehard  Ware  never  met  a 
day  he  didn't  like. 

"If  I  was  any  better"  he's  fond  of 
saying,  "I  couldn't  stand  it. 
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The  constantly  upbeat  West  Monroe  native  and 
Coushatta  resident  is  probably  best  known  as  the 
color  analyst  for  Northwestern  football  radio  broadcasts 
since  1978. 

But  he's  more  widely  known  for  his  fun-loving,  outgoing 
personality,  which  constantly  wins  him  friends  around  the 
country. 

"Richard  is  just  amazing,"  said  Northwestern  athletic 
director  Tyncs  Hildebrand.  "He's  never  met  a  stranger.  Any 
place  we  go,  he  seems  to  know  somebody." 

Hildebrand  remembcrsachanceencountcrwhilc  watching 
Northwestem's  women's  basketball  team  practicing  at  Cal 
State-Long  Beach  a  few  years  back. 

"There  were  a  few  people  walking  through  the  gym  when 
we  got  there  and  they  naturally  asked  where  we  were  from," 
recalled  Hildebrand.  "I  told  them  we  were  from  Northwestern 
State  University,  in  Natchitoches,  Louisiana,  and  they 
immediately  asked  if  I  knew  Richard  Ware." 

No  kidding.  Such  is  the  life  of  Mr.  NSU,  1970.  Where's 
Ware  spend  his  time?  To  hear  him  explain,  he's  "sittin'  on  top 
of  the  world  with  my  feet  dangling  over  the  side." 

Ware  also  sits  as  the  presiding  judge  of  the  39th  Judicial 
District,  which  serves  Red  River  Parish.  He  spends  a 
significantamountoftimeasavisitingjudgcprimarilyinthe 
overbooked  dockets  of  the  New  Orleans  metro  area. 

He's  had  plenty  of  colorful  and  dubious  characters  appear 
in  his  courtroom,  but  none  more  memorable  than  actor  Kevin 
Costner  and  director  Oliver  Stone. 

Costner  and  Stone  walked  into  Ware's  courtroom  in  New 
Orleans  near  the  end  of  a  hearing  one  spring  day  in  1991. 
After  court  adjourned,  they  visited  Ware  in  his  chambers  for 
nearly  an  hour. 

They  were  scouting  locations  and  researching  for  the 
movie  "JFK,"  based  on  New  Orleans  district  attorney  Jim 
Garrison's  investigation  of  the  assassination  of  President 
John  F.  Kennedy.  Ultimately,  the  movie's  trial  scenes  were 
shot  in  the  same  courtroom  that  Ware  presided  over  during 
the  visit  by  Costner  and  Stone. 

Ware  won  his  seat  on  the  bench  in  one  of  the  most 
remarkable  elections  in  recent  political  history.  There  were 
3,837  votes  cast  in  the  Feb.  20, 1982  balloting  between  Ware 
and  his  opponent.  The  margin  of  victory,  incredibly,  was  one 


vote:  1,919  to  1,918. 

The  vote  count  didn't  change 
from  the  unofficial  tabulations  on 
Saturday  until  the  official  tally 
three  days  later.  Ware  will  never 
forget  the  anxious  moments  before 
his  election  was  confirmed. 

"I  couldn't  believe  one  vote 
would  decide  the  race.  I  was  so 
tense  my  hand  was  trembling.  It 
was  a  feeling  like  just  before  the 
opening  kickoff  when  they're 

playing  the  national  anthem.  You're  just  filled  with 

butterflies." 

While  it  took  three  days  to  make  the  rcsuk  official,  it 
wasn't  long  after  the  polls  had  closed  on  Saturday  evening 
that  Ware  had  picked  up  a  new  nickname.  Even  today, 
friends  occasionally  call  him  "Landslide." 

Judge  Ware  is  in  his  second  full  term,  and  third  term 
overall,  on  the  bench  in  Red  River  Parish.  He's  been 
unopposed  since  the  1982  election. 

Among  collcgues  and  attorneys  who  practice  in  his  court, 
Ware  has  an  excellent  reputation  as  a  thorough,  firm  and  fair 
judge  who  demonstrates  great  attention  to  detail  and  a  strong 
sense  of  compassion. 

A  major  influence  on  his  courtroom  style,  said  Ware,  was 
longtime  10th  Judicial  District  Judge  R.B.  Williams  of 
Natchitoches.  As  a  practicing  attorney  in  Williams'  court, 
Ware  appreciated  the  way  justice  was  done. 

"When  he  made  a  decision,  he  felt  it  was  right.  It  was  for 
all  the  right  reasons.  It  was  right  under  the  law,"  recalled 
Ware.  "He  was  always  courteous  to  the  people  before  him. 
That's  something  you  have  to  demonstrate  as  a  judge.  You 
can't  be  a  tyrant." 

It's  hard  to  imagine  Richard  Ware  as  a  "tyrant." 

For  the  work  he's  done  advocating  prevention  of  child 
abuse  in  Louisiana,  Ware  was  honored  with  the  prestigious 
Commissioner's  Award  presented  by  Donna  Shalala,  the 
federal  government's  Secretary  of  Health  and  Human 
Services. 

He  has  served  as  chairman  of  the  Children's  Trust  Fund 
Board  and  president  of  the  Louisiana  Council  of  Juvenile  and 
Family  Court  Judges.  He  has  been  a  membcrof  the  Children's 
Code  Committee  and  the  Continuing  Revision  Committee  of 
the  Louisiana  Law  Institute. 

In  the  judicial  and  legal  community,  Ware  has  taken  a 
leadership  role.  Being  a  leader  came  naturally  to  Ware, 
dating  back  to  his  time  as  the  president  of  his  senior  class  of 
1967  at  West  Monroe  High. 

He  was  also  the  football  team  captain,  a  star  running  back 
who  was  the  Rebels'  Most  Valuable  Player.  Recruiting 
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wasn't  as  high  profile  then  as  it  is  now,  and  as  Ware  recalls, 
his  college  choice  wasn't  made  until  Northwestern  coach 
Jack  Clayton  spoke  at  West  Monroe's  football  banquet. 

"He  talked  to  me  afterwards  and  offered  me  a  scholarship. 
I  had  been  to  Northwestern  for  an  indoor  track  meet,  the 
Graduate  N  Club  Invitational,  and  was  very  impressed  by  the 
beauty  of  the  campus,  the  friendly  people  and  the  uniqueness 
of  the  town.  I  didn't  want  to  stay  close  to  home.  My  parents 
were  Louisiana  Tech  graduates,  and  most  of  my  class  was 
cither  going  to  Tech  or  Northeast.  I  wanted  to  get  out  on  my 
own.  Northwestern  seemed  to  be  the  right  place  for  me." 

Ware  was  Clayton's  last  football  recruit.  After  an  unbeaten 
season  in  1966,  Clayton  stepped  aside  prior  to  the  1967 
season  and  Glenn  Gossctt  took  over  as  head  coach. 

"Coach  Gossctt  got  stuck  with  me.  I  never  met  him  until 
I  hit  campus  for  preseason,  but  it  worked  out  just  fine,"  said 
Ware. 

Dr.  Arnold  Kilpatrick,  Northwestern 's  president,  played 
a  big  role  in  Ware's  decision  to  attend  Northwestern. 
Kilpatrick  took  over  as  president  at  Northwestern  after 
serving  as  basketball  coach,  athletic  director  and  then  vice 
president  at  Northeast,  and  Ware  knew  Northwestern 's 
president  and  his  family. 

"Dr.  Kilpatrick  certainly  was  very  kind  to  me  throughout 
my  years  at  Northwestern.  I  had  known  he  and  his  wife  at 
West  Monroe  because  she  was  choir  director  at  our  church. 
Although  I  was  going  away  from  home,  knowing  the 
Kilpatricks  made  the  transition  easy.  And  while  I  was  a 
student,  their  door  was  always  open  to  me  and  I'll  never 
forget  that  kindness,"  said  Ware. 

That  "open-door"  attitude  typified  the  communal  campus 
scene,  he  said. 

"You  knew  9  of  10  people  who  you  met  walking  down  the 
street.  We  had  a  very  closcnit  community  in  the  university," 
said  Ware.  "There  was  a  lot  of  fellowship,  always  something 
going  on.  At  Northwestern  you  were  a  person,  not  a  number 
sitting  in  a  big  classroom  where  you  couldn't  even  lock  eyes 
with  your  professor.  People  were  very  friendly  and  they  still 
arc."  Those  days,  Ware  was  focused  on  football. 

"It  was  always  in  the  back  of  my  mind  to  go  to  law  school, 
but  football  was  foremost  in  my  thoughts.  That  was  my 
love."  It  was  easy  to  tell  by  watching  him  play. 

"Richard  was  a  tremendous  runner  and  a  real  hard-nosed 
competitor,"  said  Dr.  Kilpatrick.  "We've  had  some  great 
backs  at  Northwestern  and  he  certainly  deserves  to  be 
considered  among  the  best.  Along  with  that,  he  was,  and  is, 
a  tremendous  individual." 

He  was  a  central  figure  in  one  of  the  most  dramatic  —  and 
most  frustrating — games  in  Demon  history,  the  unforgettable 
1968  Slate  Fair  Classic. 

"It  was  a  great  game,  for  most  of  the  game,"  said  Ware, 

wryly. 


After  a  wild  offensive  shootout,  Northwestern  needed 
only  to  make  a  first  down  to  run  out  the  clock  and  preserve 
a  victory  over  Louisiana  Tech.  The  Demons  appeared  to 
have  the  first  down,  but  officials  penalized  Northwestern  — 
fingering  Ware  as  the  culprit  —  for  "aiding  the  runner"  by 
pushing  him  toward  the  line. 

The  penalty  led  to  a  Demon  punt.  Pinned  deep  in  their 
own  end  of  the  field,  the  Bulldogs  needed  a  miracle  —  and 
got  it  when  Terry  Bradshaw  threw  a  long  touchdown  pass 
for  an  incredible  42-39  victory  in  the  final  minute  of  play. 

"If  we  made  that  first  down,  there's  no  way  he  ever  would 
have  thrown  that  pass,"  said  Ware,  who  couldn't  believe  the 
penalty  call.  "I'd  never  heard  of  it  before  but  now  I  can  tell 
you  the  rule  verbatim. 

"We  looked  at  the  film  and  we  couldn't  see  that  I  did 
anything  to  deserve  a  penalty.  I  was  vindicated  there,  but  it 
doesn't  show  up  in  the  record  books." 

A  more  pleasant  memory  is  his  1 86-yard  rushing  outburst 
in  1970  against  Southwest  Oklahoma.  It  was  a  school  record 
performance  and  today  still  ranks  among  the  best  single- 
game  performances  in  Demon  history. 

"The  week  before  we  played  Stephen  F.  Austin  in  100 
degree  weather.  We  got  up  there  and  it  was  nice  and  cool  and 
you  felt  like  you  could  play  forever.  I  didn't  make  many  of 
those  yards  without  a  lot  of  good  help.  There  was  some  great 
blocking  and  I  happened  to  be  the  guy  with  the  ball,"  he  said. 

Ware  is  very  proud  of  the  Demons'  accomplishments 
during  his  career,  which  ended  with  him  earning  permanent 
team  captain  honors,  the  team's  MVP  award,  All-Gulf 
States  Conference  recognition  and  All-GSC  MVP 
recognition.  The  team  took  precedence  with  Ware  and  he 
relishes  memories  of  the  rivalries. 

"We  never  had  a  losing  season.  The  competition  was  so 
good.  The  games  meant  somcthing.The  old  Gulf  States 
Conference  was  a  great  league  because  you  had  the  in-state 
rivalries  that  have  dwindled  away  through  the  years." 

Ware  credits  Dr.  Kilpatrick,  E.H.  Gilson  and  Johnny 
Emmons  as  major  influences  in  his  college  career.  His  legal 
career  got  started  because  "Don  Kelly  brought  me  back  to 
the  community  and  gave  me  a  job"  as  an  attorney  in  his  law 
firm,  said  a  grateful  Ware. 

Today,  Ware  is  a  proud  alumni,  taking  an  active  role  in 
supporting  Northwestern. 

"Northwestern  is  an  incredibly  fine  university.  It  was 
then,  and  it  is  now.  The  education  I  got  at  Northwestern  was 
top-notch.  To  prove  that,  I  can  say  that  I  didn't  have  any 
trouble  at  all  getting  along  at  LSU  Law  School  because  my 
time  at  Northwestern  had  prepared  me  for  that  experience." 

And  just  how  is  Richard  doing  now? 

"If  I  was  any  better,"  he  says,  "I  couldn't  stand  it."
